.° The problem is not an easy one. If it be 
‘true that crime is encouraged rather than 
checked by the display of “sickly sentiment” 
towards criminals, it is also true that much 
“harm is done by miscredited severity and the 
‘Jack .of discrimination in the treatment of men 
‘and women who have simply violated some 
‘Jaws. Much of the sentiment in favor of those 
“who go wrong Is healthy and reasonable. It 
ig based on a knowledge of human nature and 
?ef social conditions. Much of it, however, is 
“mushy in quality and harmful in results. , There 
isa theory among some of those who have stud- 
~ iéa these matters carefully that there is such 
a thing as a criminal ‘class, the members of 
which take to crime naturally, and that there 
is atfother class, the: members of which simply 
fall into crime. For the members of the class 
according tothe theory, there is no hope, or 
little hope, of\reformation. They may be de- 
“terred by fear of punishment, but are not like- 
ly to respond to appeals to their better nature, 
* for the reason that they are criminal by na- to be 
“ture.| But every man who commits a crime is 
not necessarily a criminal, and in many in- 
* stances men . who. commit crimes are saved 

» from becoming criminals by well directed ef- 
forts at reformation. The difficulty is, of 
course, to draw the line. 

‘ It is very significant that Brig.-General 
fe Hughes, after nearly thirty years’ experience in 

{penitentiary work, gives it as his opinion that 
prolonged imprisonment does not repress crime.|! 
- There is, plenty of evidence, on the othher hand, 
* that a succession of short terms in. prison is like 
Ty to leave the last stage of the offender worse 
than the first. Here again the difficulty of ase? 
criminating is very great. In this connection 
it is of interest to ‘note that in some of the 
states of the United States in which capital 
punishment has been abolished there is a de- - 
mand for its restoration, and that in both the 
United States and Canada there is a growing 
feeling in favor of the lash for hardened of-| 
fenders and particularly for those convicted of! 
robbery or attempted. robbery avith violence. It 
is argued that as the fear of imprisonment is no 
deterrent, or not a sufficient deterrent; some-, 
“thing else more likely to be effective should be 
“prescribed.

LONDON, Jan. 28.—The first de- 
“tained authentic account of the kil- 
ling of 17 Auxillary Cadets of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary by a party 
of Sinn Feiners near Macroom, Ire- 
land on November 28 has just been 
obtained from the sole survivor of 
the ambushed party, Lieutenant H. 
F. Forde. The Lieutenant has re- 
covered from his wounds in a Lon- 
don military hospital. All previous 
accounts of the affair have been 
based on deductions, in the absence 
of reports from witnesses. 

Lieuténant Forde suffered a bul- 
Jet wound in the head and was club- 
bed with the butt of a rifle and left 
for dead. 

He says that the two motor cars 
carrying the cadets were attacked 
as they were passing between rocky 
declivities on cither side just as the 
Yeading car ran ‘into a ditch, which 
had been prepared for it. Many of 
those in the first car were wounded by 
the first fire from forces concealed 
Dehind huge rocks. 

Those in the second car came up 
and fought until the last man. fell 
wounded. Forde was lying wound- 
ed when he/heard the order to cease 
fire; He adds: “Then a large num- 
ber of attackers from both asides 
rushed into the road. They wore the 
uniform of British soldiers. and hand- 
led us all very roughly, not except- 
dng the dead. After knocking us 
about they called on us all to stand 
up.
